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1. Applicant's election with traverse of the species CD19 and site directed in the 
reply filed on 11/13/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that are 
stated. This is not found persuasive because of the following reasons. Regarding 
applicants comments, the aformentioned species are distinct for the reasons 
elaborated in the previous Office Action. It would place an undo burden upon the 
Examiner to search additional species. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 19,25,28,35,40 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 11/13/06. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species. 

A) The claimed method that depletes CD19+ B cells(1 ,26,33,38) versus the claimed 
methods that uses an antibody which binds to B cells but does not necessarily deplete 
B cells (45). The species are independent or distinct because claim 45 encompasses 
the use of antagonist nonlytic antibodies not used in the depletion methods. 

B) The method of claim 21//29/36/41 that uses one of the particular agents or 
combination of agents recited in the clams. The aformentioned agents are structurally 
and functionally distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must 
include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, 
and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
